Discussing the work of mos­ 
quito control in his new head­ 
quarters in a county park com­ 
mission building on VanPelt St., 
Bristol Township, Sivel said his 
fieldmen spend most of their 
time on 
inspections 
and 
sur­ 
veys 
to 
determine 
mosquito 
breeding sites. This work contin­ 
ues during the winter months 
long after the pest’s summer in­ 
cursions have been forgotten. 
Sivel and his assistant take soil 
samples and .samples of ice to 
determine the presence of eggs 
and make checks in caves and 
buildings for hibernating adults. 
If Sivel had his way there 
wouldn’t be a pool of standing 


stagnant water anywhere in the 
county. This includes such tiny 
pools as those in old cans, tires, 
bottles, and depressions in dirt 
roads where water collects after 
rains. Here the female can lay 
her eggs and the larvae can de­ 
velop into biting adults. 
Known breeding sites — there 
are nearly 4.000 in the county — 
arc visited about once every IO 
days during the breeding .sea­ 
son and estimates are made on 
the amount of larvae found in 
each. Specimens collected are 
subjected to microscopic studies 
and the sites are re-visited and 
a thin oil film spread on the 
surface of the water. 
Guts Off Air Supply 
Although aquatic, the larvae 
must breathe through a short 
tub<' located at its posterior end. 
The oil film cuts off the air 
supply of the larval' and smoth­ 
ers it. 
According to Si vol ii is much 
easier to remove the breeding 
places than kill the mosquitoes 
on the wing but this requires 


certain special equipment that 
is not available to the commis­ 
sion. 
“ For about $40,000 we could 
buy heavy equipment to start 
and maintain a drainage pro­ 
gram ,” 
Sivel 
said,

as 
Bucks County becomes more ur­ 
ban, a water management pro-

“ A bulldozer with back hoe 
and a small crane would enable 
us to complete a drainage prob­ 
lem in about IO years, in Lower 
Bucks,” Sivel said. “ From that 
point on, it would be merely a 
matter of m aintenance.” 
Sivel would like to get a start 
on this work now before the 
area becomes heavily urbanized.

paratively large sums of money, 
being spent in other states to 
materially reduce the summer 
plague of mosquitoes. 
A Comparison 
Bucks County’s 20 cents per 
capita is very small when com­ 
pared to Mercer County. N.J.’s 
40 cents and 
Morris County, 
N .J.’s 
50 
cents. 
Mercer 
has 
about one-third the land area 
and about the same population 
as Bucks. Morris has about the 
sam e land area and about twice 
the population of Bucks. Mercer 
County also provides extra mon­ 
ey for stream cleaning. 
“ Water management is the 
heart of any mosquito control 
program 
and 
without 
it 
no 
amount of spraying for adult 
mosquitoes will be effective in 
the long run,” Sivel said.
